should be thirty-five alios In lieu of ten as of present. 

I, So definite conclusion ms seated* Mr. Dulles indicted that ho 
would welcome the opportunity to attend the Cabinet meeting an the XOfch of Deem— 
bar md to discuss cur particular situation with Mr. Homing and the President 
as soon thereafter as possible. 
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S* ft* principal point of Mr. Dallas* argtsasnt with Mr, 71s*da g wa® that 
C2A should be located so as to render asactem service with an a rtram eifidsney 
prior to the outbreak of hostilities and that this service should not be sacri- 
ficed in order to oaks the Agency safe after hostilities broke out, lie also 
said that he thought we were in a sraeh better position than the normal Govurniaaat 
Agency inasmuch as we had a large number of people overseas who could be brought 
hone immediately to reconstitute the Agency if the Washington headquarters should 
be wiped out entirely. 

d. While we were returning to CIA headquarter* Mr* Dulles said that he 
wanted me to give further consideration to the possibility of bringing people 
hone to reconstitute the Agency and that definite plans should be formulated 
along this line* He also thought that m should give further consideration to 
the possibility of dispersing eons segments of the Agency more distent from Wash- 
ington md providing helicopter service between the main headquarters and the 
outlying components' if necessary. 
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
